9 ample of the Dalmatian Biſhop thus 
YR impartially painted out in his colours, 
hou maiſt percetpe how eafie athing it 
rr, for any man of the meaneſt capacitie to build ma- 
ny Wind-mills and caſtlesin the aire alone with him- 
ſelfe : and how dangerous and uncertaine to truſt un- 
reconcileable Rome : Crudelis mater magis, an 
pucr improbus1lle? I can hardly conjecture - which 
may be the more obſer yeable, the Crueltie of mother 
Rome,or rhe Impiety of her prodigallretired ſonne. 
But 1 conclude, [Improbus 1lle puer, crudelis tu 
quoq; mater, Both a wicked ſon, and anadulterous 
mother. Yet ( Lady Rome) let me here diſpute the 
point, whether or no he died thy ſon : ſure I am that 
fence his returne unto thee,he did never totally adhere 
zo thy Religion; but as it ball plainly appeare, did 
wich diſlike both thy doftrine and diſcipline : other- 
Wiſe thou wouldeſt not have uſed him as a fagot for 
the fire,but have preſerved him rather as aſubſtan- 
tiall Rafier for thy decayed building. But I muSt 
needs ſay, thy mercy u meere crueltie, and thy pictie 
n0 leſſe than barbarousimmanitie. The l{cocchi ſent 


forth threats against their quondam Bi/hop, ( I 
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meane thy, ſame Dalmatian Biſhop, Mi ANTON. 
de Dominis) that if they could lay hands on him, 
they would make a bag of his Skin (as they are accu- 
ſtomed to make of ſwines Skins for Wine and oyle in 
thoſe countries, ) It ſeemes the Pope and his ſhave- 
"ha or chapmen, could make no uſe at all of him,but 
returne himto his Afhes, as they doe all Heretikes, 
whoſe cinders they uſe to ſprinkle in the aire, with 
theſe words, ColligatDeus, Let their God gather 
thein, if he will have them. Mee thinkes they might 
better harve kept him as a Stale to publiſh more books 
 inhuname, or have ſent him an Apoſtle to the In- 
dies, for the conver/ion of Infidels,whither he would 
rather have beene packing, than ſtay at home in 
Rome, there to be ſacrificed totheir flaming Ana, 
or bebrotling upon the hot coles. Caveat alter, Take 
heed MF. Preſton, let not the Ignatians prevaile 
with you to carry a letter to Rome leſt youdip your 
finger inthe ſame ſauce. 1 have heard you may have 
a Biſhopricke in Rome for the fetching : So had 
alted procured by the Spanith Fiſtulado. Bu# 
1h  befide the Caſtle of S. Angelo, be could never reco- p, 
| ver any of bus hoped revenewes appendant to hu ſaid 
| Promotion. Well, the old Scheole verſe ſhall end all 
that 1 intend to perſwade in thy preluding Preface,

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Shewing how M. ANToN1vs de Dominis, 
Arch-bi/bop of Spalato, arrived in England, 


Anno Dom. 1616. aud of the large proteſtati- 


on he made of by Converhon to the true and Pro- 


zeſtant Religion, 
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N ewes from Rome, 
Time. It cannot bee denied but that England 
hath beene gulled by a Dalmatian Biſhop, whom 


time hath diſcovered to be the only Eceboltus of 


our daies, unſavuuricſalr, a man of no Religion, 
a Run-away from the Truth. 
He came from Venice (wire hee had made 


ſome rime of abode) inio Enzland, Anno 1616. 
hoebong arrived, hee pretended hee was fcnr 


trom God co judve, ro rforme, and torcunite 


tho Chrithan world. He likenes himiclic to 4- 
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* brabaiagn leaving at the voiceot Lod bis houle, 
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Ris parcntage, and his countrey. He familiacly 


compared himfe; fe with $. Paul, in his formes 


zcale againſtcherruc Religion, as he ſaid, in the 
manner of his Converſion miraculoully efte- 


cd, inreceiving ns Gofpell, as he would have' 


ir ſeeme, not from man, butimmediatly from 
God, in being an univerſall Apoſtle, as hee pre- 
tecnded, and ſcnrunto all Naittons : and laſtly, in 
that high degree of Love, wheredy he offered 
himiclte tobce made an Anathema for his bre- 
thren. By tongueand pen, by word and writing 
upon his afore {aid arrivail, he exprefled all theſe 
Characters of a miraculous inſpired Convert. 
Burthis Mountebanke in fine proved as 2 gilded 
pill compoſed of theſe rwo Ingredients,Dz/hone- 


{tz and Diſtimulation, The Herodians, and Phari- 
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ſees ſervants cameto Chriſt with many tawning 
inſinuations, telling him that he was the plaine 
truth, that he taught the way of God rruly, that 
hecregarded no mans perion, when as indecd 
their thoughts were otherwiſe, their purpoſe was 
to intangle him in their words, thar they might 
carch advatage againſt him, & fo cut his throar, 
This aforeſaid Dalmatian Biſhop came mto our 
kingdome withintiniteproteltatons of {1ncere 
dealing, confetling that our Rel:gion was the 
Truth and none other ; profelliing that our 
Church of England was the moſt Orthodox and 
truc Church 1n the world. Burt ( faith Salomon ) 
as if thou wouldest adorne an earthen veſſel with 
aroſſie fil ver, ſo were hu ſwelling lips joyned Win a 
moſt wicked heart. 

To bee the better welcome into our king- 
dome, he bedecked himſclte with the paric-co- 
loured feathers of all other ModerneRel!: zions : 
vet before his departure, forme worthy and [car- 
ned menof our Church well obſerving [11s pide- 
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coat, having pluckt him like ops Crow, 


ſhewed him to be naked without any Relivion 
atall ; aptenough,upon occaſion, to Ic circum- 
cited and dety Chriſt Ieſus. Yer I w..1 2oc here

paſſe by ceriaine Diſpoſtions 5 Nis, vehioh hes 
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mer Religion, and to become a Proteſtant. Se- 


_ condlly, the Reaſons which hee laid downe, mo- 


ving, hin to a ftedfaſt imbracing of the ſaid Pro- 
reſtant Religion. _

Certaine difpofitions that prepared the Arch-biſhop 


of Spalato his minde, and ſtrong reaſons that 


moved him (as he proteſted upon his comming 
over into England ) to become a Proteſtant. 


Or the better unmasking of this egregious 
Hypocrire, and (as he after proved) impious 

Apoltate, I will not omit thoſe particulars, 
which heſct downe with bis ownehand, as oc- 
calioning his comming into this kingdome,and 
his change of Religion. 

Somewhara tarre oft (as he ſaid) diſpoſed his 
minde : As firit,cthat from a Boy, hee was much 
troubled witha ment {uſpitionthar theRo- 
man doctrine was not true, Which fſuſpition he 
ever reliſted. 

Secondly, this {uſpicion was much increaſed 

;1 him, becauſe hee ſaw that neither Students 
IWCETre permitred to reade {uct Writers, as were 


contraric to the docrineof Rome (being infor-

ccd to beleeve, that the opinions of thoſe Wri- 
ters weretruly delivered unto them by their ma- 
{ters) nor ſuch as had heard their Divinitic, and 
were preferred to Ecclefialticall dignitie, could 
be allowed to readeany ſuch Authors. 

Thirdly, he faith, that from the tirſt yeere of 
bis clergic, he had bourifiad in himſeife an # 


borne delite of the union of all Chriſtian C blake 


ches, inquiring what might be the cauſe of their 
Schiſme, which did excruciate and tormenthis 
minde, and did ſtill conſume and walte him 
with ſuch griefeand ſorrow as was wonderfull. 


Fourthly, that being made a Bithop, and fal 


| ling toreadc bookes of printed Scrinons, Y!ta- 


drazefi mals, and others, for the excrciſeof his þ 
piſcopall funftion in preaching, he found great 
abuſe of Scriprure in them, Apocryphal!l and ri- 
diculous exam Pics, Inventions of Avarice and 
Ambition, not without ſuperſticion, wherewith 
tzepcople were deluded, 
Fiftly, that inrcading the Fathers,he oblerved 
that his Maſters had caught him many things a- 
oainlt them , and that Is Eccleitalticall d;dhs. 
pline of the Chandh of Rome, did diftcr veric 
much from the ancient oraCtiſe thereof. 
Theſe conl1derations he called Dip ion, 


which ſomewhat prepared his minde (as well 
B 2 Lemon they 
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they might) ro make muration of Religion, be- 


caufe (as he faid) they made him to fee a tarre 
"off, all was not well with the Church of Rome... 
Ir followerh to conſider what (he ſaid) moved 


him directly to leave the abomination of the 
Romithreligion. 

He ſaith, that of a Biſhop, being made an 
Archbithop, rwo accidents tell out that compel- 
'cd him ro {tudic theſe matrers more earnelitly 
and cagerly than before he did, and made him 
turne over morethan once or twice the Fathers, 
the Canons, the Councels, and ancicnt Records 
of the Cacholike Church. 

The firſt was, that the Court of Rome and his 

>utragan Biſhops thar were under hum, began 
to perturbe his Metropolitanerights. 

T! he ſecond, rhar afier the Interatdt of I'cnrice, 
tnere LoiLooks from Rowe, itrangely raxing 
the Pilhops of the Venzticn ttate who d1d nor 
ODCey. 

Thirdly , Biihops now adaies under the Pope 
1aye Litthdn 1ame of Bilhops, all cher Iuriuidictt- 
2715 raken trom them, and aretubject not only 
the Pope, but allo to Cardinals, Corgregati- 
ONS Legares, Inquiſitors, and innun:crable Or. 

cr: of Religious men, who now have Ercatct 
'M alriesthan Bi ſhops, and drowns their aurho- 
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Fourtbly, rhe Pope 1s now a temporal! Mo- 
arch, and rhe Church is become a Vineyard, to 
make him drunke, and a flocketo tced lim with 
ner owne bloud. 

Fiftly, his cyes being opened, he {aw eattly, 
plainly and perteAtly, that tae Churches whom 
Rome had made her enemies, did differ intle or 
nothing from the pure doctrine of the ancient 
Church. | 

Sixtly, 1n Rome are coined every day innume- 
rable Articles of faith, without any foundation, 
with extreme violence. 

Seventhly, Rome hath puld out the cycs of 
the Church ot Chrilt by ſupprethng the ſacred 


Conncels, 
E12htly, the Catholike Church is now conti- 


ned co be made the Court of Rojze. 
Ninthly, inthe Church of Rome, nay in the 
Pope alone, the wiole ſpirit of Chrilt, pro na 
ro the Catholike Church, is beleceved to refide, 
Laltly, whatſoever bath beene ſpoken hereto- 
fore in honour of the unverlall Church, is now u 
molt wrongtully inforced upon the Court of 
Rome alone, whereof it followeth.tha: che loules 
of mcn being thereby miſerably deceived and 


blinded, hey tall together with their blindc 
guides into the Pi of perdition. 
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The aforeſaid Motiyes were forcible enough 
to have drawne his feet out of the mire of Baby: 
loniſh error, and ro fet him 1n the right path and 
way Ol  podlincſſe And he Degan well to conl1- 
der thcreot : Who hindered kim that he did not 
perteverc? Preſtat nungquam incepiſſe quan turpi- 
ter in med{o defeciſſe ; It had beene beter undeed 
hchad nevercome from the fen of Rome, than 
to have returned as he did with the dog to his 
former vomit,and with the Sow to the wallowing

Containing the life and behaviour of the ſaid Arch- 
biſhop of Spalato whileSt he remained in Eng-= 
land. | 


Ta Archbiſhop of Spalato having after his 


comming into England by the aforeſaid 

pretended diſpo/itions and motives madc 
vcrball profeſſion of his truc Converſion, it 
pleaſed our moſt gratious Soveraigne, the in- 
comparable patterne and patron of piety and 
religion, to advance him to ſuch Eccleſtalticall 
dignitic in our Church, that his Adverlarics 
might have no caulc to ſcoffe at his low deje- 
Qed eſtate, or himſelfe diſcouraged for want of 
compctencic to maintaine his continued Prela- 
cie. Hee had therefore conferred on him the 
Maſterſhip of the $4voy, the Deanrie of 17nſor, 
and the Parſonage of Weſt-Tlflye in Bark/hire 3 
The two former places of great honour and 
credir, and the latter of no lcfſe benetit. The 
worlt of the three roo good for this undelcr- 
ving Mountebank; who hath fince proclaimed 
himſfelfe unto the world a knave in graine, a 
C _—. 
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man of cautcrized conſcicnce,proſtituted hone- 
ſtic, and mcretricious impudencie. 

As for ſome turpirude of 11s ( when he lived 
nere, which was kepta wille very covert) I had 
rather it {ſhould be buried {til, than defite my 


pen, my felfe, and the world with the diſcoveric 


- of it,exceprt I{boula be intorced to ic. For alas,rhe 


the judgement of God hath overtaken him,and 
that which he feared is come upon him. Yer] 


will indice him as guilty of thefe foure : An arro- 
gant Impoſtor ; an irreligious $.ycophant ;a luxuri- 


ous g/ntton ; a perjurd Apoſtate. Pride being links 
with I»po/ture, Irreligion with Slander, Lechery 
with Gluttony, and Periturie with Apoſtafee. 

And firſt I arraigne him for an arrogant Im- 


. poſtor, guilty of palpable lying, which was the 


very foame of his Pride and Arrogancie. For 
proofe of his lying, Iallcage thefc particulars. 
He becaine indebted to us, upon his com- 
ming over,ten great Voiumes to be written by 
himlelfe againſt the Romaniſts;yer he mifled his 
time of payment, and hath fince proved plaine 
bankrupt. He boaſted that the revenues of his 


Dalmatian Biſhopricke amounted to the value of 


toure thouſand pounds per annum, and yet {ince 
nave I conferred with one that well knowes the 
place and prohir of that Biſhopricke, who affirms 
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that Spalato might have cut off from his ac- 
count three thouſand & eight hundred pounds 
of his former reckoning. Hereported he heard 
with great delight and content one of the Ca- 
nons of Windſor preaching before the Kings 
Majeſty,maintaine,thatthere was no cauſe why 
evcry man might not turne himſelfe unto his 
Angell keeper, and ſay, Holy Angell keeper pray 
for me, avowing that ridiculous Romance do- 
ftrine and praCtiſc of praying unto Saints and 
Angels intime of need : wich was as falſe an Im- 
poſture as this lying Impoſtor ; who profeſleth 
ro have heard that which he could not under- 


ſtand. The Sermon was in Engli/h, and he igno- 
rant of that language ; as much unskild in it as 
in 11/9 or the Virginian Matioakan tongue, ex- 
cepr carptim <7 ſparfim, it may be now and then, 
here and the'e a word. Lalily, this idle Lozell 
would undertake Reconciliation betwixt Pro- 
reltant and Papilt, Rome and England ; whereas 
What agreement hath the Tempie of God with 
Idols? what peace can bz had with wicked Ie- 
buſitcs, prophane Giheonites,idolatrous Roma- 
niſts, who have no peace with God? But theſe 
and many his like fabulous figments, whict: I 
could name, were nothing cl{e bur the very 
froth and foameot pride, which is ſaid to be the 
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Tympanie of the ſoule : Now it was obſcryed by 
divers, that this Monſter of men did {well, and 
was pufted up no leſſe in heartand minde, than 
he was in bodice. Thomas Aquinas hath obler- 
ved, that howloever all {1nnc may be ſaid to be 
in the Devill, ſecundum reatum , yer onely pride 
and envie is in him ſecundum ifeFum . and fo 
chough this ritular Biſhop wereguiltie(as is well 
knowne) of many other capitall ſinnes, yetthis 
one only of pride came G neere his fuule, that it 
ſtirred upalmolt all thereſt. Ina ſuperbia excitat 
omnia. But alas, (Pride going before deſtruction ) 
his high afpiring thoughts have fince bred his 
ruine; he being now miſerorum miſerrimn, lower 
than the lowelt, as I fhall hereafter thevv. 

2. 'This miſcreant as he was guiltie of Pride 
and lying, ſo likewiſe of Slander and Irreligion. 
Slader is Denigratio aliene fame,the ſmutting of a 
mans good name,orthe wounding a man in his 
700d name by a falſe report. As flatterie dawbes 
white upon blacke, fo {lander ſprinkles blacke 
upon white, This SPALATO was obſerved to 


| havebecneof a very envious detraſting minde. 


Had any learned man of our kingdomedifcour- 


{ed with him, and began to fift and ſound of 


what {pirit he-was of (there being indeed alwaies 


| great cauſe of jealouſie) hee would ſmite them 
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with the weapon of his congue, and preſently 


grow into pallion,and ſay,That ſuch a one were 


obeſx narts, null diſciplinatum ornaments cumila- 
215, parum ertditus,with many the like keencand 
CUttnNg reproaches. Soone after h1s comnung 
into England, he made a voyage to the Vniver- 
ſitic of Oxford, where hce was received with 
much honour and reſpect; his converſion gra- 
tulated with the tongues and phraſes ofthe molt 
elegant perpolite Orators of that famous Aca- 
denue, ſaluted with the Stentorian voice and 
noiſe of Doors ; his grear,greazic, hilthie, fog- 
gic paunch cheered with the dainticlt cates the 
time could aftord: yet after this naltic Jubber his 
departure, he ſhamed not to report, that the V- 
niver{ttie knew nor (forſooth) how to enter- 
taine ſuch a worthy Gentleman as he was : hee 


ſpake diſgracefully of their Act, unworthily of 


| thoſe reverend Doctors, who as farre exceeded 


him forlecarning, asa burning Torch outſhineth 
alittle candle, or the light of true fire, excellerh 
any falſe, toggie, vaporous Igntfatuu whatlo- 
ever. As for Religion, 1 thinke hee had never 
any in him: For onethatlived inthe houſe with 
him, and tooke ſpeciall notice of his actions, 
reported that he knew not him goe privately to 
his devotions ina halfe yeeretogether ; but _ 
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he would often {weare and curſe fearefully : one 

of his oathes was, The pretios bloud of God poiſon 

1me,as an Italian, who was often in companic 

with him, told me: And Let me never ſee Chriſ} 

Teſus (he would ſay) if ſuch a thing be not true, 

when oftentimes jt was molt falſe and untrue. 

Pre. 18. 13. And beforehis departure, being come to the pro- 

founaneſſe of iniquity,he would familiarly ſpeake 

Blaſphemie. Oh impious, irrcligious wretch! 

How hath thy mouth abownded With evil, and thy 

' tongue contrivedfraud? Sitting thou dias fpeake._ 

* againſt thy brother, and didst give ſcandall to the. 
ſonne of thy mother. 

3. But I muſt here likewiſc accuſe him, and 

that juſtly, for a luxurious Glutton : His Grat I 

Laert.in i. Mult needs ſay was a Gulfe,Charybatr,as Diegenes 

#aD3eg. upon thelike occaſion ſpake very aptly. The 

Babylonians uſed daily to ſacrifice to their Bell, 

| heto his Belly, making it #11 god, Philip.3.19. and 

his lungs the Temple, his paunch the Altar. Oh 

drutiſh Sacrificer, I could here ſpeake much of 

this Belly-god; thathe would often drinke uſque 

____ad-ebrrietatem , till hee were drunken. So thatT 

cannot better compare him than untoa furnace, 

whoſe mouth is Gluttony, whoſe flame Pride, 

whoſe [tcame Luxwrie, the ſparkles filthy words, 

tc ſmoake an evil name, theaſhes have beene 
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Poverte, and the end of all , Shame... 
4+ Laſtly, the end of him was a moſt pert. 
red Apoſtate. Apoltaſic is of three kinds, Perfdie, 


Inobedientie , Irregularitatts, of Misbelceic, of 


Diſobedience, of Irregulaiitie. Whether with 
Tulian he were guiltic of the former [know ior, 
bur I muſt and may not without cauſe acculc: 
him of the two latter. He read the Articles of 
1562, inVVeſt-Ilfly Church in Bark-/hire, upon 
his Induftzon to that Benefice,and inthe preſence 
of divers witneſſes ſubſcribed to them : Since he 
profeſſcth that he did it againſt his conſcience (as 
aiſothe taking of the oathes of Alleageance and 
Supremacie) the morediſhoneſt,lewd, perjured 
knave he. Belike he thought {till ro make uſe of 
his Icſuited rrickes of--Equivocation, Collufion, 
Mentall Reſervation, &c. he having becnconce a 
member of that Socictie; and as himſelfe repor- 
ted, heread Mathematickes, Rhetorick, Logick,and 
Philoſophie to them , preached often amongſt 
them, and did other domeſticall ſervice, for rhe 
which they were very ſorie toleave him.

kard, one Mountebanke againſt another. Right 
ſo ir "2s with Spalato win Gundamar, they al- 
waics tought one againſt another, yet nor al- 
waics after the ſame manner : Sometimes they 
warrcd openly, ſometimes covertand ſecretly, 

Oac while Gundamar thoots at Spalato with 
tc great Canon of Trregwlaritie and Degradati- 
0, {aying, that the Popes Holineſſe had ſenten- 
ced the Biſhop tor fourc notorious and capirall 
Crimes, io wit, Incclt, Simonie, Drunkennefle 
and Bloud-ſhed, Gran#ia quidem peccata. 
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Firſt; heaccuſed him forhaving bad three ba- 
ſtards with his ſiſters daughter; a buſineſle that 
might well make him {if any ching) irregular. 
| Secondly, hee charged him for Simoniacally 
attaining to, and leaving his two Biſhoprickes of © 
Segniaand Spalato.';. 11 atth 25% 

Thirdly, he vrgedagainſt him, that che Reli- 
gious menin Segnia, Dalmatia, and the Citic of 
Venice; hadall written unto his Holixeſſe, that he 
was very ſcandalous,in rcgard of company kee- 
pingand uſuall drunkcnneſlc. 

Fourthly, he accuſed him for a moſt bloudic 
rreacherie againlt the Tſocchi , many of. whom 
the Venetians by his mcanes llew.

Forlorne fellow there is of late come in- 
A to England,oneM ar. ANTHONIVS 
'  deDominu, who being adjudged by his 
brethren worthy to ſuffer death and to be burnt, 
ſuddenly and ſecretly fled to Venice, where hee 
was impiouſly andunjuſtly procected. This {aid 
Wt D MARC. 
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Manc. ANTHONIVS was firſt one of the 
Order of the Societe of Teſus, the moſt abſolute 
Order ofall others 7the'Indoements of God have 
becne many and wondcrtull upon thoſe that 
have Wrought themſelves out of their Company, 
and yet this Societic may tuly begompared nnco 
the Se2, that calteth forth the dead bodies, or to 
a veſſell of new wine, which purgeth all the traſh 
and corrupt matter which is mingled with ir, 
and therefore they cafily permit ſuch as are not 
ht for them { ſuch as Mar. Anthon. de Doming ) 
ro depart from them, leſt by ſtaying amongſt 
them, being ſtop up like corruption cloſe with 
the pure wine, they ſhouid breake the, veſſcll 
wherein they arcinclo{ed. Marcus Anthonius was 
nor more willing to leave them, then they of the 
Societie of Teſus deſirous to be rid of him. For 
Hee having vowed Obcdicnce and Povertie, 
21d notwithitanding afpire rc a Bilhoprick, and 
by S:-0ny heatlengrh attained wthe Bilhoprick 
of Segnia.

| Wherefore the Biſhop of Segnia being; flaine 
in ſome cnterpriſc.of warre, amongſt certaine 
ſouldicrs of che Emperour, with whom hee was 
10 company, Marcus Anthonius de Domintr, who 
was then a Icluite in profeſſion, thoughnot in 
purpoſe, but deſirous tobear liberrie, forged ler- 
ters from the friends and kindred of the lare Bi- 


| thop ro himlelfe, as rotheir kinſman, (which he 


was not) ſignifying, that the Biſhop was not 
ſlaine, but taken priſoner, and intreating him:to 
come to Segnia, from whencehe might. worke 
ſome meanes to {ct him ar libentic. Vpon the cre- 
dicof which letters, his Superioursbeing willing 
cnough to be rid of him, gave him lcave ta goc 


thichcr; where firſt hee obrainedro ſupply the

Which Epiſcopalt function, as hee got by Simo- 
nic, Forgeric, and Apottaſic from his owne Or- 
der ; lo he behaved himlclte accordingly in the 
Adminiſtration thereof.For he carried with him 
to Segnia his Sitters Caughter by whony within

Y enerians, and that they might fatcly faile in the 
Venetian Seas: vpon which aſſurance fortic.of 
them ſailing towards Turkie, wereintrapped and

PALATO being on his journey betweene 
Qs and Italy, was ſo gogged with 

aſſured hopes of what ſupercminent prc- 
ferment hee {ſhould have conterred on him 
by his .old acquainrance, the Pope, upon his 
arrivall ro Reme, that lower than a Cardinall- 
{hip his aſpiring thoughts could not or would 
not deſcend. But according to Ariſtotles rule,

Vaine is that hope which endeth in nothiog. 

Off over-bold Ambition fires her neſt,

Whileſtthe tide of this Bi/hops Ambition carried 
him head-long into an Ocean of hoped prefer- 
ment, hee fuddenly became drowned in a verie 
oulfc of diltrefſe. For as hee was aboutto land, 
and ſet footing within the Citte of Rome, he was 


\ received into a cloſe Cell neere the Church of 
$. Laurence without Porta Eſquilina : And there 


continued fourtcenc daics withour FecelVing a- 
ny meſlage atall from his Holineſſe. A cold wel. 
comeit was ; but this was done tocaſc his hearr 
aftcr fo tedious a journey. It hec had preſently 
come amonglt his oldacquaintance, their many 


orcet1ngs might have done as much hurt as his. 


trauailes. 
After this he was ſent to a cloiſter within the 


Church of S. Sebaſtian and Fabian, where there 
was appointed to-attend on him for a weeke 2 
Confeſſor, and he had cerraine Articles delivered 


him, which he was adviſed to confider of, and 


ro ſubſcribe tothem within three daics follow- 
ing. Then was ſentunto him from his Helineſſe 
the Biſhop of Ancona, who was appointed to 
confcrre with him about his voyage into Eng- 


| tang, and to ſignifie unto the Pope his ſorrow 
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and repentance for the fame. This Biſhop became 

his great friend, and ſoone after got lcave of the 

Pope that Spalato himſclfe might have acceſle to 
him, and conferre with him. 

Spalato being brought before the Pope, was 
Not whiſpered in the care with another Arch-bi- 
ſhoprick or Cardinall-ſhip, as hee expected, but 
adviſed by his Holineſſeto make his peace with 
God and the Church, and then he ſhould finde 
all lawfull favour at his hands. And fo the Pope 
commanded him ftoratime to livea retired con- 
remplative life in one of the Monalterics of 
Rome, and there betake himſelte ro ſome Reli- 
g10us order. Accordingly, likea brute bcalt or 
Swine they ſhuthim up in a ſtye, and immured 
hm within the walles of a Cloiſter, ncere the 
Church of S. Iohn de Lateran,and injoyned him, 
as part of his penance, to wrirea booke, wherein 
to give ſatisfaction for his former Apoſtafie and 

| Revoltfromthem. Accordingly he performed 
his taske, and his ſpurious Pawphlet hath (I am 
ſure ) becne ſcene and read by divers in our 
Kingdome : wherein, without all modeſtic, he 
belicch our Church in generall, which he hath 
often publikely and privately commended and —_ 
admired ; and like a very looſe Lozell, he caule- 
lellcly complaineth of divers of molt eminent 
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| place in our kingdome. Laſtly, without wit or 
| judgement, he bringerh a many baſe Invectives _ 
bumbaſted out with foaming malice againſt = 
[ himſelte : And hee graſpeth rogerher ſuch an 
| heape of contuled marter, ſpun out and patched | 
together ina company of darke {entences, that | 

| it will dazleany mans underitanding to heare or 
| readeit, For my part I had compaſſion of the 
poore mans f1mplicitic, when I beheld his book 
traught with ſo many diſadvantages againſt 
himiclte, wherein without furcher helpe he hath # 
| overchrowne thar phanraſticall rower of Babel, 
P which before he was a building : and no neecrer 
is he to the knowledge of the truth, trom which 
he1s fallen by his revolt from our Church, than 
the fall of Lucifercould end in heaven. 

Beſides the Penance injoincd him, of writing 
his ſaid ſelfe-accuſing-condemning books, hec 
hath fince endured many mortifying patlions, 
Hagellant diſeaſes which terminated in a morrtall | 
incurable conſumption, he having (as is ſuppo- 
ſed) of late breathed his laſt inthe Caſtle of Sam 
Angelo, necrethe Popes Palaceof S. Piers, wacre

The reaſons of which condemnation and 
{uftcrings of his, were theſethatfollow. 

1. Spalato having beene for the ſpace of a 
yeere [hur up ina Monaſtery at Rome, petitioned 
unto the preſent Pope to have his cnlargement, 
and for his health ſake defired to travell ro Na- 


ples. But the Pope perceiving how willing hee 


wasto {lip coller, and beranging after his old 
ouiſc and fafhion, by no meanes would yecld 
unto his {aid requeſt, bur became jealous of him. 
Whereupon Spalato full of diſcontent, uttered

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words againſt the diſcipline of-the:Church of 
Rome, preferring thediſcipline and gouernmenc 
of the Reformed Churches, farrebetorethat of 
the Romany Catholtke Chaire. This newes came 


rothe Holy Father the Popes cares. 
2, Then the Pope ſent unto Spalato, Pater 


Lodozaſques,to demand of him'when he would 


pivclatis.uCtion tothe Church: for the bookes 
that he wrotein England, in which he acculed 
his Mother, the Chaucch of Rome, for a veric 
Strumpei or Harlot. Spalato replied that he grew 
ill and fickly,and was alcogether unfir,inthatre- 
card, co undertake fuch an hard taske, as to an- 
{wcr thoſe great Volumes of his own,cxceprthe 
Pope would give him leave totravellto a better 
aire than thar vf Rome, (which belike was too 
neere the Inquiſition, which he doubted would 
at length ith. him, except hee could by ſome 
wale get further from it.) 

4.3. Vponthele paſſages and anſwers of his,the 
Pope & Conclaveof Romerefolved they would | 
ſoone {ift & finde out Spalato's meaning,as con- 
ccrning the premiſes. To which end they cun- 
ningly plotted and practiſed with one Camelo, a 
Monke, who had beene with Spalato here in 
England. They fo tempered and wrought with 
this ſaid Camelo, that he ſoone betrayed his Ma- 
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ſter Spalato upto them, which he performed in 
this maiiner. 

Firſt,he diſcovered unto them certaine Luthe- 
ran doctrines, which Spalato perfiſted ro maig- 
ralnc. 

Secondly, hec got from Spalato certaine pa- 
pers of his, lately written with his owne hand 
{1nce his comming from England, in which he 
ſeemed, like a luſtie ſtout valiane Pugill, by 
argument to maintaine his former Lutheras 
quarrell, 

Thirdly, Camelo declared that Spalato had of- 
ten plored an clcape from Rome, and had told 
him, there could beno fafctie for lem lo long as 
hecominucd ſo neerethe Popes nole. 

Theſe butineſles thus informed againlt Spa- 
{ato, wrought bis deſtruction,and wichdur more 
ado#, was upon the fix and eventicth day of Fe- 
bruary laſt commuted to the Caſtle of Saint Arn- 


gelo, where he remained vill the day rhat he was 


brought unto the ſtake to bee burned. Where,

thop at the belt was. Againe, let men beware of 
Ambition, which was the morſcllthat choaked 
him, when he might have fared otherwiſe well 
caough here in England. Laſtly, let every goud 
Chriſtian above all things careto keepe a good 
conſcience, which hee neglecting, made {hip- 
wracke of his faith, and was therefore given 0- 
ver by Almightie God unto impenitencic and 
hardneſle of heart, to heape or [tore u p vvrath to 
himſelfc againſt the day of wrath, and to in- 
creaſe the weight of his own damnation, againſt 
the time of the revelation of Gods juſt judge- 
meat, who hall render unto every man accor- 

y ding to his workes.
